MATTERS, MOFA ASSISTANT MINISTER PARK SOO GIL URGED THAT 
WE PROVIDE ALL PERTINENT INFORMATION WE HAVE ON THE CASE 
TO THE SOVIETS AND OTHER EAST EUROPEANS, PARTICULARLY THE 
HUNGARIANS AND YUGOSLAVS. ASKED WHETHER THE ROKG HAD 
PROVIDED COPIES OF ITS "WHITE PAPER" (REFTEL) TO THESE 
GOVERNMENTS AT THE UN OR ELSEWHERE, PARK CONCEDED THAT 
THIS MIGHT HAVE BEEN OVERLOOKED AND ASSURED DCM THAT IT
